An Underground Church. 
Welsh 
miners 
have constructed 


what is probably the most remarkable 
existing church in the world 
Their 


house of worship is located 750 feet 
undergiound, constructed entirely by 
the miners themselves in the heart of a 
coal mine at 
Mynytld Newydd, near 


Swansea, in West Glamorgan. The 
walls of the chapel are formed of rough 
pine logs and loose scantlings and the 
roof of hard, smooth clift, whitened 
with lime. The "house," as it is called, 
is timbered with pit props on either 
aide and there are two rows of benches 
along either wall with seats for 100 
men. 
Circular seats on either side of 


the high desk which serves as a pulpit 
seat about twenty more. The chapel 
is an unattractive place In appearance, 
but it has served its purpose ever since 
1845, shortly alter the mine wae op- 
ened. 
; 
As it is safe to work the colliery with 


naked lights, the little chapel Is illu- 
minated with candles, stuck on pillars 
and pitted vaults all around. There 
being no regular minister, a volunteer 
is called upon for each occasion, and 
there is no lack of willing voices Ser- 
vice is held every Monday morning at 
6 o'clock, before the men begin their 
day's work. The service opens with 
a hymn given out by the conductor and 
the religious chorus rings out through 
the modern catacombs. All the seats 
are occupied and a row of men sit out- 
bide with their lamps at their sides. 
The service is entirely in the Welsh 
language and consists of a 
chapter 


trom the Bible, two hymns and two 
extempore prayers. The Bible is taken 
from its tin case on such occasions and 
one of the miners reads the chapter 
\vith emphatic, measured intonation. 
Another miner offers prayer, and the 
scribe of the common danger of their 
perilous occupation tends to intensify 
the veneration and devotion of all the 
auditors. One more hymn and another 
prayer, and the little gathering dispers- 
es after half an hour of service. 


The service is most impressive, sole- 


ly by its simplicity and spontaneity. 
Scoffers are unknown there, and it is 
admitted that the Mynydd Newydd Pit 
has an unusual proportion of sober, 
upright workmen. No sect or creed is 
specified, and 
Baptists, Calvinistic 


Methodists, 
Congregationalists 
and 


others take turns with equal heartiness 
at the prayers, and the hymns used are 
•such as will do for any and all denomi- 
nation. Three men are still attending 
the services who were present at the 
first service held in the little chapel. 
They were boys then, having been al- 
lowed by the lax regulations of those 
days to start work in the mines at 
ages of 10 and 12 years.

WITHDRAWS FROM CASE 


New Feature in New Jersey Indus- 


trial School Scandal. 


Trenton, N. J., Aug. 16.—John H. 


Backs, counsel for ex-Trustee Fltzgib- 
bons of the Industrial School for Girls, 
has withdrawn from the case. Gov- 
ernor Voorhees has received a letter 
from him stating that such was his 
intention, and that as his client Mr.

as soon as all of the three remaining 
members of the old board resign. The 
throe are Aaron Carter, Dr. Meddock 
and Managing Trustee B. H. Cook. 
The latter has told the governor that 
he is sure that the other two will re- 
sign within a few days. The only man 
then in the way of the governor's 
plans will be Cook himself, and it is 
generally understood here that he will 
undoubtedly be asked to resign his 
managing trusteeship. 


To Save Former Slave. 


Chicago, Aug. 10.—William E. Belt, 


a lawyer of this city, has gone to Fred- 
erick, Md., to try to save the life of 
John Alfred Brown, who was a slave 
boy owned by' air. Belt's father be- 
fore the war of the rebellion. Brown 
was convicted of murder on the confes- 
sion of another negro, who charged 
that Brown helped him kill an aged 
man and wife for their money. The 
other negro, who was not released for 
turning state's evidence as he expect- 
ed, said after the trial that his testi- 
mouey in regard to Brown was false. 
Brown was the sou of the negro nurse 
who had charge of Mr. Belt in his in- 
fancy, and, being of the same age as 
Mr. Belt, was his playmate till the war 
broke up the family. Mr. Belt will try 
to lay proof of an alibi before the 
Judge. 


Murderer Surrenders.

Brown at East Middlesbury, has sur- 
rendered himself to Deputy-Sheriff 
William Cobb. Before the man gave 
himself up he attempted to commit 
suicide by shooting through the heart, 
but he probably will recover Mrs.

Drink and fam- 
ily troubles are said to have led to the 
tiagedy.

MOTHS ATE THE 
ROOF. 


The Timbers In Winchester Cathed- 


ral Were Decayed, i 
„ 


Winchester Cathedral is one of the 


old glories of England, situated in Win- 
chester, the birthplace of Alfred the 
Great, whose thousandth anniversary 
is soon to be celebrated there. Archt 
tects and builders have just completed 
their tlirec-yoars' \vork of repairing the 
roof of Urn old cathedral and giving it 
« !,'i>m>nil overhauling. 
The repairs 
wiv needed budly, for the ancient tim- 
ber work was decayed and the stone 
vaulting of theuiave •underneath was 
iu a dangerous condition. 


When the workmen started in to re- 


pair the roof the curious discovery was 
made that the old timbers were greatly 
decayed by the action of worms. The 
insect causing the havoc is known as 
the Sirex gigas. 
Sirex penetrates its 


mischief in the grub state, and eats 
away the timber until it is like honey- 
comb. Several of the grubs were cap- 
tured during the work and also a 
chrysalis, which developed into an in- 
sect one and three-quarter inches lou'g, 
of the wasp shape, with a long oviposi- 
tor tor which the hole for the eggs 
is lioix'd 111 the wood. 


The vast timbers of the roof were 


found to be, iu all probability, the orig- 
inal Norman roof, with later work aud 
improvements of the fifteenth century. 
In strengthening the tie-beams it was 
found necessary to renew throe of 
them, and, owing to the difficulty iu 
obtaining English oak nowadays of 
sufficient length and size (each 4." fort 
Ions and 12 inches wide and 20 inches 
deep), the beams had to be "made iu 
Germany''—they came from Btettin. 


While the, work among the old tim- 


bers was going ou the "pockets" 
formed by the groined work were 
cleaned out, and their contents exam- 
ined before being carted away. Fifty 
cartloads of rubbish were removed 
from the roof. In it were foun'd a pair 
of monk's slioo-s of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, some fragments of stained glass 
of the same date, an ancient knife, the 
mummies of a swallow and bat, a piece 
of slate inscribed with curious writing 
characters, apparently of the seven- 
teenth century, a tobacco pipe a cross- 
bow bolt and a pair of ancient nut- 
crackers—a straugc museum of relics.

London lie four houra of small fields, 
email hilly, small villages, and here and 
there enormous towns. 
But every- 


where, as on every line, from the rail- 
way cariage is to be seen chiefly that 
kind of building which is the railway 
order of architecture. At every station, 
however small and rustic, are groui»ed 
the most squalid of all modern houses, 
built of yellow, brick and roofed with 
thin blue slate, with their tavern in the 
midst.

It is no small humiliation 
to an Englishman to know that the 
dusky-rod and warm-white villages are 
there, but that nothing is to be seen 
except swarthy jellow brick and slates 
that look as thin as paper.

One person in a millon lives to be 100 
year old. 


"It Is a scientific truth that parasit- 


ism is the cause of death. Therefore 
the absolute distruction of parasitism 
can increase the duration of life to 
1,000 years. 


"The whole tendency and custom of 


the world is to shorten life. 
Latterly 


a new energy of the most powerful 
proportions is at work to slide the 
scale of hereditary days, a notch furth- 
er toward Infancy. This is the custom 
of employing only young men and dis- 
charging all hands at thirty years of 
age. This force alone will a hundred 
years from now will so change mental 
powers that men will be in their prime 
al twenty-five and unfit at forty.

To Renew Ijife. 


A disco\ery whicl', it is claimed, 


solves the problem of circumventing 
old age, has just been made public by 
Prof. Joseph R. Hawley and Alex. C. 
\\Viner, of the Chicago Clinical School. 


The return to youth, it is asserted, is 


produced by hypodermic injection of 
the lympathatlc fluid of animals, par- 
ticularly young goats. The discovery 
was made a jear ago. and subsequent 
secret demonstrations of its efficiency 
are asserted. 


The general theory of the discovery 


is that if the mineral deposits which 
accumulate in the bones in the process 
of life can be replaced with the "life 
cells" contained 
in the lymphatic 


glands of goats, deterioration of the 
bone will be prevented and elasticity 
and youth will be retained in the sys- 
tem much longer. In one of his experi- 
ment!- at the Clinical School Dr. Ilaw- 
ley administered hypodermic injections 
of the fluid of the lymphatic glands of 
a goat to a dog known to bo fourteen 
years old. 


A diagnosis of a portion of the femur 


before the Injection showed, the bone 
contained large deposits of phosphate, 


THINK IT VERY EDIBLE. 


It Is One of the Most Curious Little 


Annelid Worms and It Is Called 


the Palolo Viridis. 


It Hides Itself Away In the Coral 


Reefs, aud Only Comes Up to the 
Surface Ouce or Twice in a Year, 
and Then Only For a Moment at 
a Time. 


The history of the curious little an- 


nelid worm."Palolo viridis. of the Sa- 
omna Islands, in its development, ex- 
hibits one of the most wonderful 
phases of life in the sea. 
The phe- 


nomenon, for which this sea worm is 
noted is it-s regular appearance in my- 
riads, on the surface of the sea, for a 
few minutes only on one 6r two days 
of the jear. This swarming of palolos 
occui in the vicinity of the coral reefs, 
and take place at the dawn of the day 
at the time of the moon's last quar- 
tering, in the months of October and 
Xo\ ember. 


Naturalists, in describing them to 


the scientific societies, were entirely 
in the dark as to the character of the 
creature's head. Subsequent observa- 
tions, hovie\er, resulted m the discov- 
ery of perfect specimens or of frag- 
ments with heads attached. 


The life story of the palolos shows 


that this appearance of headlesb bod- 
ies on the surface of the sea has ref- 
erence to its peculiar breeding habits. 
It dwells in the m-stices of the coral 
reefs: and when the spawning season 
arrives the bodies of the males and the 
females break away from their beads 
aud tise in countless numbers to the 
surface of the -wuter. The sea then 
presents a view for several inches be- 
low the surface one wriggling mass of 
green and brown worms. 


The nathes of Saiyoa hold the palolo 


in high esteem as i\ toothsome edible. 
For days before the certain appearance 
of the "worm there is, great excitement 
among the natives and much making 
ready of canoes for the coming catch. 
When the proper time arrives the 
\\hole population, man woman and 
child, makes its way in canoes, by the 
faint light of the w;miug moon, to the 
legality w here the pnlolo occurs. Here 
the natives wait for the dawn of day. 
at which the palolcs rise to the sur- 
face, but only a ft-w minutes before 
and after sunrise. The eager natives 
gather them quickly and In Immense 
numbers, return to the shore to feast 
aud to dispatch presents of palolos to 
distant relati\es. whose regions are 
not favored by the visit of this tid-bit. 


The palolo Is from one inch to eigh- 


teen inches long ati(j about one-eighth 
to one-quarter of an inch in^thickness. 
The head is slightly narrower than the 
bndj 
The body is t ringed with a row 


ot hairs on each side, the hairs gath- 
ered in clusters, two clusters, one on 
each side, to each segment of the body. 
The posterior extremity tapers, aud is 
armed with four tectacles, which are 
in two pairs, one pair very much long 
er than the other. The worm has been 
described in the Proceedings of the Zo- 
ological Society of London by the Rev. 
P. .1. \Vlutmee, as "moving lapidly 
with considerable elegance in a spiral 
manner like a sciew," and that they 
"looked like the tenJrils of a twining 
plant." 


Temperature and Sex.

The results seem to indicate that a 
high temperature is fa\ orable to the 
production of females.

blv the case with horses, aim many 
confirmations of the theory have been 
drawn from the lower type of animals.

liard. has discovered that the same 
law governs the vegetable kingdom— 
or, at least, the oue species with which 
he experimented. 


Of plants raised from seed sown on 


April IS. IS'Jti, 8(5 per cent were males, 
while seed sown .Time 25 produced 
plants almo&t exclusively (09 per cent.) 
females.
